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Those searching for ways to cut 
travel expenses should consider a 
subscription to Best Fares, pub- 
hshed monthly by Best Fares Inc. 
of Arlington, Texas. It lists “hidden 
city” air fares and other discount 
ticket prices that could save hun¬ 
dreds of dollars for frequent travel¬ 
ers. 

“Hidden city” fares are the low 
fares that airlines offer to connect¬ 
ing cities so they can meet their 
competition’s prices within a cer¬ 
tain market. To make those fares 
competitive, airlines sometimes of¬ 
fer a lower fare to a destination 
that connects through one of their 
higher priced hub cities. 

Best Fares claims that it can 
save travelers 30 percent to 70 per¬ 
cent “almost every time you fly.” 
To save money on a flight from 
Los Angeles to Philadelphia, book 
a flight from Los Angeles to Boston 
on US Air, Best Fares advises, and 
simply get off when the plane stops 
in Philadelphia. You’U save $320. 

As a test, I caUed about a round- 
trip, coach-fare ticket between 
Denver and Portland, Ore., on Con¬ 
tinental and was told it costs $208.
